rangement of the basement was let to 
Lewis & Kitchen, of Chicago, for the 
amount of $8,500. 


AH members were present at the

After instructing the clt"-k to advertise 
for bids on next season's supply of 
coal, same to be presented at the next 
regular meeting, the board took up the 
matter of the High school heating con- 
tract, going into executive session.

Spraying With Iron Sulphate Being Tried 


By University ol Wisconsin. 


Experiments in the eradication of 


Canada thistles and mustard by spray- 
ing these weeds will) u solution of iron 
sulphate are being carried on in several 
parts of trie state by the department of 
agronomy of the University of Wiscon- 
sin college of agriculture under the 
direction of Professor K. A. Moore. 
Within the next few weeks demonstra- 
tions will betrin on Canada thistles in 
Kewauriee county near Kewauncu, and 
in Milwaukee county near North Green- 
field, and on wild mustard in Waukesha 
county. 
The method of killing 
the 


weeds is a comparatively simple one, 
consisting as it does of the spraying of 
the fields with iron sulphate. The cost 
jipr acre is from fifty to sixty cents. 
Two men, one to mix the solution and 
one to run the sprayer, can cover about 
twenty-five acres a day. The eradica- 
tion of these weeds practically doubles 
farm values. Requests for demonstra- 
tions have been so numerous that the 
university authorities have decided to 
make- the tests only upon a limited 
number of fields where the weeds are 
thick. 
As the university furnishes the 


spraying machinery for these tests, and 
a manufacturing company supplies the 
iron sulphate, the demonstrations are 
made free of charge. Several different 
kinds of sprayers are now being tested 
at the university farm in order to de- 
t( rmme which is the most simple, dur- 
able and economical. 


Clays and Moulding Sands. 


The Wisconsin Geological and Nat- 


ural History Survey has issued a report 
(Bulletin No. XV) on the clays of Wis- 
consin. 
With it is also a report on the 


moulding sands of Wisconsin. The re- 
port on clajs is by Professor Heinrich 
Ries of Cornell University, and that 
on the moulding sands by Professors 
Ries and F. L. Gallup. The clay report 
deals with the origin, properties, and 
uses of the Wisconsin clays and con- 
siders especially the physical proper- 
ties of clay from very numerous local- 
ities in the state. The slaking, shrink- 
age, plasticity, etc., of the various 
clajs is given, and also the shrinkage 
in drying and in burning. A full series 
of rests was made on the bricks and 
the results are reported, giving their 
breaking and crushing strength, etc. 
The report gives full information re- 
garding clays from all parts of the 
state and completes the work on clays 
which was begun by the publication of 
a report on the same subject by Dr. E. 
R. Buckley, Bulletin No. VII. 


The report on moulding sands deals 


with the nature and properties of the 
moulding sands and gives a full dis- 
cussion of the sands used by foundries 
in \Visconsin_and jpf the moulding sands 
from various localities in the state. 


The report contains 257 pages and is 


illustrated by 30 plates.

FEATHERING OF CHICKS. 


It Is Exhausting Growth and Healthy 


Feeding Is Necessary. 


The sooner the young chick devel- 


ops his feathers and gets rid of his 
down the better. The time at which 
the chick is putting out feathers is 
considered a crisis in his life. It is 
therefore necessary to give him nutri- 
tious iood so as he can build the 
feathers as soon as possible. A part 
ration of meat daily is very good to 
help him in this work, which comes 
as an extra strain at this time. The 
fact that some chicks feather too rap- 
idly is a cause of weakness with them. 
There is no other way to do than to 
gL\e the very best food that can be 
gnen. those feeds ilch in body build- 
ins material. Skim milk is good. 


But feeding of corn meal is com- 


mon on some farms, the young chicks 
being given a very large amount of 
this kind of food. 
With corn meal, 


says Prairie Farmer, the chick has to 
digest a great deal of food to get the 
amount of nitrogen needed for the 
building of the feathers, and the feath- 
ers are rich in nitrogen. 
One of the 


best feeds at this time is oatmeal. 


A correspondent aska what size 


bee hives are bost, eight or ton frame. 
This gives me an opportunity to dis- 
ease hives, a subject that IB very old, 
yet recurring again and again in the 
minds of beginners, writes Eugene Se- 
cor. 
It fs a question that cannot be 


answered in a word. Locality, man- 
agement and the kind of honey pro- 
duced all have a bearing on the an- 
swer. 
If one winters his bees out 


doors a larger hive is desirable than 
if he carries thorn into a cellar in 
the fall and out again in the spiing, 
because bees consume more food out 
doors than in a cellar where the tem- 
perature is kept at a uniform degree 
and just right. 


Ample stores are always desirable, 


and with a large hive there is pretty 
sure to be more honey stored in the 
brood chamber, and consequently the 
bees are more certaia to have enough 
And when one is working for ex- 
tracted honey exclusively the large 
size of brood chamber isn't so objec- 
tionable, because one can empty thn 
outside frames if necessary, but if 
one winters indoors and is compelled 
to carry those large ten-frame hives 
in and out in his arms, alone, it is 
no easy job. Another thing, if one is 
working for comb honey, a brooder 
chamber may be so large that the 
bees will put a great deal of the best 
honey where the manager does not 
want it. 


Therefore, 
for comb honey and 


cellar wintering T prefer un eight- 
frame hive. 
If the climate is mild 


enough to winter the bees on their 
summer stands with or without pack- 
ing, and if extracted honey is wanted 
there would be no objection to a 
larger hive. The eight-frame Lang- 
stroth hive is probably used by mor*> 
bee-keepers than any other style.

HINDRANCE TO LIVE MERCHANT 


Ar« as Much to Be Feared at the 


Competition 
of 
the 
Catalogue 


Houses—Should Be Awak- 


ened or Burled. 


Why should the home merchant be 


patronized Instead of the mall order 
house? 
The subject 'baa been ex- 


hausted almost and from all points of 
view and all sides there Is no valid 
reason why the merchant 
at 
home 


should not—excepting two, price and 
articles wanted. 


It is not the intention of the writer 


to Jot down a pleasant flow of lan- 
guage or to produce an interesting bit 
of reading matter, but merely to state 
in a few si'jiple sentences what I have 
•een and '.earned of the competiton be- 
tween the catalogue houses and the 
home merchants. In the first place no 
one community suffers greatly in this 
competition. That makes the problem 
all the more difficult in solution. I 
mean by this that the majority of buy- 
ers in no one community purchase by 
mail. The business of the mail order 
house is scattered over a large terri- 
tory, the number of orders coming 
from any one community compared 
with the whole IB comparatively small 
to the number of orders in the town. 
There is an exception to this in a com- 
munity where the home merchants are 
dead ones and ask exhorbitant prices. 


or harvest sale or the like? Hut why 
not? These two storekeepers are bit- 
ter against the mail ordcT IHJUKUH. 1 
wonder why? I talked with the rail- 
road agents In that little city and ho 
said lots of hardware and 
furniture 


was shipped In. He said, "One day I 
made out an express order for $34 to 
pay for a bill of hardware. 1 told the 
man to go up and see if the merchant 
couldn't /111 the order. 
He w.ent but 


soon came back, saying that 'he didn't 
have half of the stuff on hand and that 
he wouldn't cut a bit on what he did 
have.'" 


Column after column has been writ- 


ten deploring the fact that the buyer 
spends her or his money iway from 
home, that she or he Is helping to build 
up the mail order house to the detri- 
ment of the home merchant. The uen- 
timent is good and the cause Is worthy 
of the efforts being made to stop this 
undertow; but no amount of writing, 
and no amount of home patriotism will 
ever overcome the bad effects of the 
dead merchant in the little town. The 
truth can be plainly seen. 


Let us turn back to the general 


stores and look up the proprietor of 
any one. 
He probably will be found 


busy waiting on a customer, but if not 
he will tell you that it is not the cata- 
logues alone that he fears, but also 
that it Is the lethargy of these two 
dealers. They are helping to drive 
away trade from home. 


I have wandered from the subject 


and gotten over on the buyers side 
of the fence; but isn't it well at times 
to look at the other side of this pitiable 
story? I started to write a few lines on 
"Why 
People Should Trade at Home," 


and have gotten into the field of "Why 
the Home Merchant Should Induce 
People to Trade at Home." It may be 
fair to the little town to ouce in a 


When the local editor and the local merchant put their shoulders to the 


wheel of local progress the town wjll move, its industries will thrive, it will 
prosper. 
But remember the editor cannot do it all; he asks and must have 


the merchant's assistance. 
* 


To illustrate. There is a little city in 


the central part of Wisconsin, a beau- 
tiful little place, with its shady streets 
and pleasant homes. It has several 
general stores owned by live, wide- 
awake merchants, who are hustling for 
business, yet are always pleasant and 
ready to visit with a customer. They 
are not put out at any time to show 
goods, taking down bolt after bolt of 
cloth and maybe then not making even 
a five-cent s'ale. 
They take that as 


part of their business: they are always 
willing to send post-haste to tbe city 
for any article they may not have in 
stock that is wanted by a customer; 
their stocks are up-to-date and free 
from shelf-worn goods. These men 
make the humblest customers feel wel- 
come In their stores, and particular at- 
tention is paid to waiting on children, 
giving them even better measure and 
quality than their elders would re- 
ceive. And these men are advertisers. 
Their ads in the local papers are 
changed regularly and show time and 
study. They meet the mail order man 
more than half way in special sales 
and clearing of odds and ends. Here 
is an instance where there Is no legi- 
timate excuse for a person sending 
away after goods. And the people do 
noL Very few articles of general mer- 
chandise are shipped into that city. 
The buyer and seller are working in 
harmony to their own betterment and 
advantage. 


But look at the other side. The city 


which we have in mind has one hard- 
ware and one fnrniture store. Both 
have fairly good slocks for the size of 
their circle of trade, but just step Into 
either one of these stores. The pro- 
prietor may be in the back room or the 
back yard for all you know, but by and 
by some stir Is heard and leisurely he 
makes his appearance—neither store 
has need of a clerk—and probably with 
somp grumbles about being disturbed, 
asks what is wanted. There might as 
•well be placards In the store announc- 
ing "Ruy what I've got and keep still" 
and "We are busy, don't disturb us." 
No effort is made to show yon an arti- 
cle: nothing is ever taken down from 
the shelves unless directly asked for. 
Neither hardware nor furniture man 
ads willing to get what you want if he 
<5ocs not have it in stock. And again— 
neither one of these stores believe in 
advertising 
They use no space in 


iheir home papers; a newcomer would 
never know the city possessed such 
places of business enterprise. 
Who 


ever heard of a country hardware or 
furniture store having a special sale. 


while throw a few shovels full of earth 
on the dead merchant, lest he stinketh 
and "polluteth the rest.
